Based on information provided by 
the National Weather Service, AAA is 


_ predicting an early, but lengthened, fall 


color season for Michigan. 

"The generally dry weather we are 
experiencing in northern Michigan is a 
continuation all the way from spring,” 
said Jim Keysor, meteorologist at the 
National Weather Service in Gaylord. 
"Because of the dry weather's stress on 
the trees, we can expect an early peak 
of color, and then more of a plateau." 

All around the state, communities 
and businesses are hosting festivals 
and fairs that focus on fall colors and 
other seasonal attractions/activities like 
Halloween, hayrides, and harvest cele- 
brations.

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FAQs About 
Fall Color 


What is the best time to view 
Michigan's fall color? 

Generally, the annual season- 
al show peaks in stages, beginning 
at the top of the Upper Peninsula 
(where it gets cooler first) and then 
moving southward. Peak color 
usually is found inthe UP between 
mid September and early October; 
in the northern Lower Peninsula 
between late September and mid 
October; in mid Michigan from ear- 
ly to mid October; andin the south- 
ern LP from mid to late October. 

Color patterns, however, de- 
pend greatly on the weather and 
other factors. 

What makes leaves change 
color? 

Weather conditions in early 
September largely determine how 
brilliant each season's color will 
be. If there are bright, sunny days 
and cool nights, a great show can 
be anticipated. 

Daylight length is also a deter- 
minant. Shorter days cause leaves 
to stop producing chlorophyll and 
lose their green color, andto begin 
the process that causes leaves to 
drop. 

Rain is another factor. Trees 
that don't receive enough rain dur- 
ing the summer become stressed, 
and are less likely to produce vi- 
brantcolor inthe fall. Some autumn 
rain is desirable, but continuous, 
warm, cloudy weatheris not, since 
that would hinder the sugar pro- 
duction that creates the brilliant 
reds and golds found in oaks and 
maples, Michigan's most preva- 
lent tree species. 

How many species of trees 
are there, and what colors do 
they turn? 

There are nearly 150 different 
species of trees in our 18.6 million 
acres of forest, with a colorful mix 
of reds, oranges, yellows, and 
golds. Such hardwoods as aspen, 
maple, birch, sumac, and oak dis- 
play some of the most beautiful 
colors. When combined with a 
background of evergreen forest, 
the result is one of ihe best shows 
in the nation.

The House of Representatives re- 
cently passed a package of bills de- 
signed to fund sexual assault crisis cen- 
ters that provide evidence-gathering and 
- counseling for sexual assault victims. 
House Bill 5054 would create the Sexual 
Assault Victims’ Medical Forensic Inter- 
vention and Treatmentfund, and money

for-the fund would be collected from an ° 


increase in the fines collected by the 
Justice System Fund. The Justice Sys- 
tem Fund receives funding from various 
sources, including fines from traffic vio- 
lations, misdemeanors and felonies. 

House Bills 5055 and 5056 provide 
a means for funding the provision of 
services to both police and rape victims 
offered by trained sexual assault nurse 
examiners. The package of bills provide 
consistent funding for this very impor- 
tant program. 

Currently, the funding for these costs 
in Michigan is uncertain. Victim exami- 
nations are currently funded through a 
variety of methods, including private 
insurance, private dollars, or through 


_ Federal grant funding. However, Fed- 


eral funding has recently suffered dras- 
tic cutbacks and is very limited. 

The package of bills (HB 5054-5057) 
now heads to the Michigan Senate for 
consideration. O

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Housing Team Seeks Improvements 


Taylor Mayor Cameron G. Priebe 
has appointed a community housing 
team tasked with improving the quality 
of life for residents. Priebe has appointed 
retired Taylor police commander Jon 
Belanger as community housing coor- 
dinator. Debbie Knight, who has been 
administrative assistant in the Mayor's 
Office, has been assigned additional 
duties to assist Belanger. 

The Mayor also announced an ini- 


tiative to target rental housing units for - 


improvementthroughoutthe city. Priebe, 
who was instrumental in initiating the 
redevelopment of the Villages of Taylor 
in the southwest section of the city, said 
work on those rental units needs to be 
completed, and the same effort must 


spread to other parts of the community. — 


He addedthat anumber ofthe apartment 
complexes in Taylor have concerns that 
involve safety, trash, transiency, crime, 
and social issues that spread into other 
neighborhoods in the city. 

"We have 23 apartment complexes 
in Taylor," Priebe said. "Many of them 


_ have different lease policies and suit- 


able behavior policies. We wantto come 
up with a fair, equitable, and consistent 
set of rules that can be enforcedin these 
rental units to make it safe and comfort- 
able for the good people of our city." 


In addition, Belanger has been — 
charged with seeking more home-own- __. gt 
e §=Set up a coramunteation network 


ership opportunities for low-income 
people who are currently renting, in 
keeping with the theory that people who 
own homes tend to care about their 


property more, which makes a better 


community. Priebe said he wanted to 
hire people to deal with the problems, 
make life better for people living in and 
around rental housing, and help "bend 
the cycle of poverty for some low-in- 
come people.” 

Belanger, who retired from the Po- 
lice Departmentin 1992, was employed 
as the director of security for the Great 
Atlantic and Pacific Tea Co., which oper- 
ated the Farmer Jack stores in Michigan. 
Belanger was responsible for asset pro- 
tection functions in more than 80 large- 
scale stores and three distribution cen- 
ters, and was reportedly instrumental in 
reducing stockloss by millions of dollars. 
When Farmer Jack stores closed, Belan- 
ger was contacted by Priebe to see if he 
could use his talents in city government. 

"Jon has a police background and 
understands city operations," the Mayor 
said. "He understands how the apart- 
ments often get a disproportionate load 
of attention from our Police and Fire 
Departments, and how transiency af- 
fects our City and School services. 

"As a top manager in the private 
sector for the past 15 years, he under- 
stands the business perspective of how 
a city operates," Priebe continued. "He 
has a reputation as a strong, stand-up 
kind of guy and a hard worker who gets 
the job done." 


Belanger has a bachelor of science 
degree in criminal justice, andis a gradu- 
ate of the FBI National Academy. During 
his time with the Police Department, he 
worked undercover as a narcotics officer 
early in his career, and later obtained 
two federal grants that brought more 
than $150,000 to the City. - 

Knight has worked 10 years for the 
City, including the rental division of the 
Building Department. She is currently 
completing the requirements for a bach- 
elor's degree in business management. 

Inhis new role, Belanger has estab- 
lished anumber of goals and objectives. 
e Review and update City ordinances 

that pertain to multi-dwelling and 
rental properties, including apartment 
inspections. 

e Coordinate with rental property own- 
ers and managers to upgrade their 
facilities by complying with City codes 
and ordinances. This, he said, could 
include anything from running crimi- 
nal background checks on potential 
renters to towing abandoned cars. 
The goal is to provide quality hous- 
inginasafe and secure environment 
for people living in the units and in 
the surrounding neighborhoods. 

e Research and develop a proactive 

‘program that could rate complexes 
based on their attractiveness and 
safety.. 


between City officials and the own- 
ers ofthe apartments and other rental 
housing. Goals include scheduling 
regular meetings and developing 
neighborhood watch and fire safety 
programs. 

e Develop a long-term innovative ap- 
proach to eventually "deconcentrate” 
some apartment complexes by re- 
ducing the number of units and in- 
creasing recreation and green space, 
much like the concept adopted in the 
Villages of Taylor. Goals are to im- 
prove the overall quality of life in 
those settings and increase property 
values. 

e Workwith apartment owners to con- 
vert rental units to condominiums, 
thereby providing more home-own- 
ership opportunities. 

e Seek funds through Federal and 
State programs to help people be- 
come home owners. 


Work with the U.S. Department of 


Housing and Urban Development to 
develop aprogram that would match 
_ homeswith senior citizens and lower- 
income residents who are interested 
in becoming homeowners. 

Belanger and Knight said they are 

excited about the new challenges. 
' "This is all about the quality of life in 
our city," Belanger said. "We want to 
improve our housing stockin Taylor and 
attract good people who put down roots. 
"People need to take pride in their 
community. That's whatthis is all about.”

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Parade, Pumpkin Festival Celebrated Season with Fall Fun 


Another successful Parade of Lights 
and Pumpkin Festival set new atten- 
dance records for both events, drawing 
thousands of people from all over south- 
east Michigan to the City of Romulus the 
weekend of September 14-16. 
Kicking things off at dusk on Friday 
was the Romulus Rotary-sponsored 
parade, which featured brilliantly illumi- 
nated vehicles and floats decoratedina 
variety of fall themes. First, second, and 
third prizes were awarded in three cat- 
egories: commercial, motorized, and 
nonmotorized. Winners were chosen 
by popularvote through more than 1,500 
ballots castatthe Rotary's festival booth.

I’ve been 
doing crafts for as long as | can remem- 
ber (I’m 49), and, for as long as | can 
remember, | have started projects and 
not finished them — not because | didn’t 
like them or got discouraged, but be- 
cause something else came along that 
caught my eye, and | just had to try to 
make it. 

In all the years that have come and 
gone since then, there aren’tmany crafts 
that | haven't tried. | do finish many of 
them, and have found several that | will 
always do. | suppose that all the trials 
and errors help me in my job. (I work at 
the Michaels® arts & crafts store in West- 
land.) | think my experience helps cus- 
tomers find what they need to at least 
“start” their projects. 

I’m always looking for inspiration 
for crafting, decorating, and cooking. 
I'm pretty good at duplicating recipes 
from restaurants, filing decorating ideas 
away in my head to use at a later date, 
and finding crafting ideas while I’m out 
and about. 

This month's inspiration came from 
a visit to Cracker Barrel® about a year 
ago. | saw, on the checkout counter, a 
display of beaded watch bands, and 
knew right away that | wanted to make 
my own. What | really liked about the 
idea was that they were easily detach- 
able, so they could be switched around 
with other watch faces and could be 
coordinated with my outfit for the day. 
But | had never had good instruction on 
how to do beading, so, | signed up-for 
one ofthe beading classes at work. I told 
the instructor what! wanted to do... and, 
in less than 2 hours, | had my first 
watchband finished. 

Now, here is the “unfinished” part of 
my story: | bought beads for two more 
watchbands, butnever completedthem; 
| never even started them! So, today, | 
finished one. | hope you like the idea as 
much as|do. It’s really simple. It’s really 
fun. It's really cute. And, best of all, you 
will get tons of compliments when you 
wear It.

Beadalon® 49-strand bead wire

Directions: 

Step #1 — Measure your wrist. 

Step #2—Measure your watch face. 

Step #3 — Add the two figures, and 
cuta piece of wire to thatlength plus one 
inch. (It helps to have a little extra to 
work with. The excess Is trimmed away 
at the end.) 

Step #4 — String your wire through 
the first lobster claw. 

Step #5 — Thread both ends of the 
wire through acrimp bead, leaving about 
an inch of wire past the crimp bead on 
one end. Make sure your wire is “fairly” 
tight against the lobster claw — but not 


too tight, or your wire will break from 


stress on it. (See figure #1.) 

Step #6 — Use the crimping pliers to 
squeeze the crimp bead together. This 
locks the wire in place. 

Step #7 — String your beads to the 
desired length. If you are making one 
like mine, repeat steps #3 to #7 two 
more times. (See figure #2.) 

Step #8 — String each wire through 
another crimp bead. 

Step #9 — String each wire through 
the second lobster claw. 

Step #10 — Thread each wire back 


through its crimp bead. 


Step #11- Use your crimping pliers 
to squeeze each crimp bead in place. 
(See figure #3.) 

Step #12 — Thread your excess 
wire back through your beads as far as 
you Can. | try to go at least half an inch. 
(This is where the needle-nose pliers or 
tweezers come in handy; you can use 
them to push the wire through the beads. ) 
Trim the excess wire. You're done! (See 
figure #4.) 

The tweezers also help in picking 
up beads if they are small, and the bead 
board is a great tool for keeping your 
beads from rolling away. You can lay 
out your work on the board before you 
begin, and it comes with measurement 
marks so you always know how long 
your string of beads is. 
Skill level: beginner 
Time to complete: One hour 
Cost: $40-$50 (if you buy the tools, 
too). Don’tforgetto watch the sale papers 
and use your coupons to bring the cost 
down by as much as 40%. 

You will have wire, crimp beads, 
lobster claws, and (depending on how 
many you purchased) beads left over, 
SO you can make another watch band 
for a friend or a coordinating necklace- 
and-earrings set for yourself. O
